Cost Seen 
No Bar to 
Pay Plan 


By ED GATES 


WASHINGTON, — The Chief 
architect of the Cordiner Pay Plan 
this week presented it publicly as 
a virtual cure-all to current bud- 
getary and manpower problems. 
Ralph J. Cordiner said his group’s 
sweeping proposals would improve 
the military’s combat capability 15 
percent or reduce national de- 
fense costs up to five billion dol- 
lars a year by 1962, 

In his first public appearance on 
the controversial proposals, Mr. 
Cordiner also said the plan would, 
more than pay for itself by (1) 
sharply reducing training accidents 
and (2) redueing manpower, ~par- 
ticularly trainees and training sup- 
port. 

All this would be brought about 
by paying more to needed persons 
who in turn would remain in serv- 
ice longer, and thus would be more 
effective producers, 

Cordiner verified that the pro- 
posed rates are the same as. those 
in this newspaper—see Feb. 2 and 
subsequent issues. if 

He urged adoption of his plan 
starting next January 1. For the 
first six months—through June 30, 
1958, the adopted proposals would 
cost about $249 million for all

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WASHINGTON — Officer 
promotions to lieutenant. col- 
‘onel, temporary. and __per- 
manent, will be made under 
the “best qualified” instead of 
the “fully qualified’ method 
of selection beginning ~ in 
calendar year 1958, the Army 
announced this week. 

Officials said they had no plans 
now to stop selecting “truly. out- 
standing” officers from below the 

“normal zone” of _ consideration. 
This will mean that officers will 
be promoted to both colonel and 
lieutenant colonel on ability and 


-+that a few jiinior officers will be 


recognized as so outstanding that 


‘they can move ahead of their con- 


temporaries. 

It was also said that present 
regulations will continue in effect, 
requiring the release. from active 
duty of non-Regular officers whe 
twice fail of selection for tempo- 
rary promotion and@ inquiry inte 
the records of Regular officers 
leading possibly to “show atise” 
action. 

The “best qualified” method of 
selection for permanent promotion 
to not only lieutenant colonel, but 
also to major and captain, is per- 
mitted (though not required) in 
section 509e(3) of the Officer Per- 


sonnel Act of 1947. It provides 
that fhe of the Army 
‘wiay set the of officers to 


be sélected, but that no more than 
20 percent of those considered may 
be passed over. 

There is no such limit on selec- 
tion of officers for temporary pro- 
motion. Officials said that large 
rones and high pass-over-. rates, 
however, are obviously not 
for morale nor for the Army be- 
cause of the loss of experienced 
people. 

At the same time, they said that 
the “cleanest” and fairest method 
of cutting down on strength when 
required is by a competition for 
promotion with those who fail: to 
be selected after two considerations 
being separated.

Officers Can't Get 
Suggestion Cash 


WASHINGTON—Officers whose 
suggestiéns increase efficiency or 
bring about savings are not to re- 
eeive cash awards, though enlisted 
men ‘thay. still do so, getting small 
cash prizes in contests which are 
paid for out of post non-appropri- 
ated funds. 


The general policy regulation on 
non-apprepriated funds (AR 230-5) 
had added a subparagraph 6c(5.1) 
which says also that “full officer 
participation (in suggestiorf con- 
tests) is encouraged” but that “an 
appropriate certificate or letter of 
appreciation is considered most ap- 
propriate for an officer” instead 
of meney.

Army, RCA Develop Small 
Long-Range Voice System 


NEW YORK. — The Army and 
the Radio Corporation of America 
are putting transistors to work in 
a new long-distznce telephone sys- 
tem which will save weight, size | 
and power without sacrificing per- 
formance. 

Announcement of the new “all- 
transistor voice-multiplexing” sys- 
tem was made here by RCA execu- 
tive Theodore A. Smith, 

“Voice multiplexing’ has been 
developed during and since War 
II. It is similar in. its effect to 
“cerrier” operations, but differs in 
the approach it takes.‘ Both sys- 
tems are designed to permit many 
telephone and/or teletype signals 
to be transmitted over a pair or 
two pairs of wire or over a single 
microwave radio voice channel. 

In multiplexing, the many single 
conversations are fed into a selec- 
tor circuit where 2 special device 
picks portions of each and feeds 
them consecutively into the long- 
distance transmitting part of the 
device. At the receiving end, this 
scrambled sequence ‘is separated 
into the individual parts and dis- 
tributed. Key to the operation is 
the speed of selection and a match- 
ing of the input and output through 
locking circuits. 

RCA pointed out that the new 
device can be paired with znother 
like it to provide 46 talk channels. 
It can provide satisfactory com- 
munications for ranges of more 
more than 100 miles by combining 
special repeater equipment- into 
the long distance circuit. 

Smith pointed out that the ex- 
pected weight of the new system 
of 85 pounds compares to the’ ap- 
proximate 1100 pounds of compar- 
able conventione] equipment. The 
power requirement is 55 watts, 
compared to 1200 watts in conven-

Cordiner Kaput? 





Not only does the. Cordiner pay plan 


seem to be as kaput as a Dead Sea herring 
for this year, but service people (we sus- 
pect) might well reconcile themselves to get- 
ting no. pay raise at all. , 
That goes in spite of Secretary Wilson’s 
’ statement of last week that he would rush 
his fivial pay recommendations to the Budget 
Bureat: and then to Congress. We don’t know 
at this writing what revision Mr. Wilson 
plans, to make, but we doubt that they will 
grease Cordiner’s way past the bureau and 
Congress in their present mood. Indeed, it 
would seem that the Pentagon realizes this, 
for its staff work on the proposals has been 
slow: Unofficially, some planners are not 
waiting until autumn to say, “Wait till next 


year!” 





a in recent years “has Congress shown 
less'enthusiasm for any measure which looks 
as if it will cost money. In three months the 
Senate has done little except pass upon the 
President’s Middle East program—most of 
the time being taken up in haggling over the 
$200 “blank check” provision. The 
House has passed just four appropriations 
bills—and cut all of them. For the military 
it has passed a nurse career bill and a sub- 
standard housing measure entailing a net 
cost of only $15 million. In Washington, this 
is peanuts. 

But. if. the Pentagon believes that the 
Cordiner plan, or something like it, will have 
a better chance of passage next: year, it may 
be disappointed. The outcome may still be 
defeat—and after service people have been 
kept stirred up. by the issue for more than 
two years. 

The thing is, Congress is not committed 
to raising service pay at all. It also has a 
mind of its own on this subject and the 
Cordiner plan is vulnerable in several areas. 
For example: 


@ It may be important -to concentrate 
increases in selected spots, but it should be 
done in a way that the more reasonable of 
those not benefited will consider fair. Cor- 
diner would offend more people than it 
pleased, 


@ The plan deplores pay inversions, yet 
substitutes new inversions—top enlisted men 
over junior officers and enlisted proficiency 
pay. Under the latter, - to 15 percent in 
any one grade could get the pay of either of 
the two next higher grades. This. is 
inversion of pay. Ostensibly, of course,” 
it’s a controlled type of inversion, but the 
ground rules are so vague that each service 
would be able to invert almost anyone. 


@ The plan preaches incentives to ad- 
vance. Yet it practically removes the in- 
centive for the most important advancement 
of all: from enlisted to commissioned status. 

It seems fairly certain that such a. far- 
reaching and controversial pay plan, as any 
based: on the Cordiner. proposals must be, 
would run into a lot of trouble in the best 
of times—and more’rather than less in 1958, 
an election year. 

Under the circumstances, it may be wise 
to try to get through a modest stopgap at 
this time to relieve the areas of greatest 
stress. A new beginning could then be made 
to effect a more general revision of the 
pay scales. 


‘lt Looks Like a Dead Duck’ 
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Malaya's Teeny Weeny Airline

In “Army Aviation Digest” 

A British army aviation squadron of 32 
light aircraft has been operating in Ma- 
laya since the beginning of the emergency 
in 1948 and is still doing highly specialized 
work, 

Using the Auster aircraft—a high-wing, 
three-place, 180-hp singléengined aircraft 
equipped with HF and radio — the 
officers and senior’ NCO®pilots of this 
squadron carry out a variety of tasks in 
support of the ground fortes. 

The squadron is organized into four de- 
tached flights with, in addition, a section 
of aircraft assigned to Squadron HQ. Each 
flight is in direct sup of a field for- 
mation and operates five to eight planes. 
They are self-contained units and have a 
number of vehicles, which makes them 
highly mobile. They are commanded 
uscally by captains while the squadron is 
a major’s command.

THE WORK they do has developed 
from the demands placed upon the pilots 
by the ground forces they are supporting. 
In jungle warfare, particularly against 
small bands of terrorists, the first prob- 
lem is to locate the enemy so that he can 
be destroyed. This has been the primary 
task of the squadron — to reconnoiter 
the jungle and to spot terrorist camps 
and food cultivations; to map-spot the 
finds with an accuracy of within 200 yards, 
and to report them‘to the ground and air 
headquarters. 

Should an infantry patrol be in the area 
it would get the information at once from 
the pilot by radio or message drop, 

Two courses of action are then open to 
the staff — to attack from the ground, 
or from the air with bombers or roeket- 
firing fighters. The latter has often been 


completed within one hour after the pilot 
reported his find, 


In both instances, the Army pilot has a 
further, vital role. Should the infantry 
move through the jungle on attack, he is 
there to guide them to the objective. He 
does this by odic “contact recces” for 
the force, e drill follows: 

« oe « 


ON HEARING the plane in the area, 
the infantry halt, put up chemical smoke 
(which penetrates the jungle canopy), and 
open up their radio sets. The pilot nets in 
his own HF set smoke, gives them their 
present position with a course and dis- 
tance to their objective. This may have 
to be done more than once, depending on 
the distance involved, before the ground 
forces can locate the camp and attack. 


If it is decided to attack from the air, 
the pilot rendezvous with the strike leader 
and his force and goes in to mark the tar- 
get for them with one of the four 20- 
pound smoke flares carried in the Auster’s 
light bomb rack. . 

The procedure is for the target to be 
marked only 90 seconds before “bombs 
away,” so that any terrorists who run will 
be caught in the bomb or rocket pattern. 


VHF contact between the strike leader - 


and the Army pilot is obviously vital if 
this is to work smoothly. 


In addition to these tasks, the pilots 
make supply drops, search for lost patrols 
and guide them out of the jungle. A con- 
siderable quantity of surrender leaflets 
have been dropped on the terrorists; 
patrol] commanders are carried on recons 
and the pilot often acts as a radio relay 
station between a patrol deep in the 
jungle and its company or battalion HQ.

In 2'%2-Ton Truck 


.FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz, — I 
have a suggested improvement to 
make, concerning the tool-box be- 
neath the drivér’s seat in the Reo 
2%-ton truck. 

This space is not waterproof 
and appears to afford little pro- 
tection against dirt and damage 
to tools and the driver’s equip- 
ment, Because of its size and 
location, this box is hard to clean, 
and the space behind it is also 
hard to reach for cleaning: It is 
impossible to wash out with a hose 
and it is hard to remove dirt and 
dust without using compressed air. 

One solution would be to pro- 
vide a hole through the floor of 
the truck so that wash water could 
flow out. But this would allow 
water from the road to spiash up. 

Another solution would be to 
provide drainage holes through 
the sides of the box where they 
join the floor, so that wash water 
inside the box could flow-into the 
cab ahd be flushed out. 

A third solution would be to ar- 
range one side of the box so that 
it could be drawn up, sliding in 
grooves, permitting the box to be 
swept or hosed out. But the space 
behind the box would remain a 
problem. 

Se the best solution might be 
to remove the box entirely. Sup- 
port the seat with an open struc- 
ture. Then attach a completely 
waterproof container to the frame- 
work support, off the floor, thus 
affording maximum protection to 
its contents.

A battalion commander would 
both rate all of his company com- 
manders and his staff and be 
rated by them. In addition he 
would be rated by the regimental 
commander and staff, 

Naturally, even though all used 
the same rating sheets, credit 
would need to be given for experi- 
ence. This could be based on 
both rank and total years of active 
commissioned service. All ratings 


would be consolidated into one 
final. 
This, I believe, would relieve 


subordinates of the fear that they 
might destroy their careers should 
they make an honest mistake or 
cross the “Old Man” on matters of 
policy. 

This does not weaken the com- 
mander, for he can still enforce 
a lawful order should it become 
necessary. It should instill a 
more aggressive spirit, engourage 
constructive criticism 
tive in subordinatés.

Air Minded Russia Keeps Wary Eye On Land

Wherever the men in the Kremlin appear to be loo 
_ they always have one eye on Western Europe, and Sepeclaitt 


on ny. 


They are essentially land animals. They are air-minded 
only because the facts of the air age compel them to be: 
They are sea-minded hardly at all. 


A generation or two of scientific 
_ and technical education cannot di- 
vorce them from 
the Russian heri- 
tage of devotion 
to the soil. The 
Soviet engineer 
or aviator or fac- 
tory. manager of 
today is the son 
or at least the 
grandson of a 
peasant, nine

FOR THIS REASON, Soviet 
policy ever since 1945 has inflex- 
ibly clung to the idea of a “buffer 
zone” of satellite states in Eastern 
Europe. For this reason, Poland, 
Hungary, Rumania and Czechoslo- 
vakia have been subjected to iron 
tyranny and the cruel indoctrina- 
tion of their youth with Communist 
ideology. ‘The Soviet leaders re- 
garded these states, tegether with

East Germany, as a sort of pro- 
tective shield, covering the open 
Russian frontier between the Baltic 
and Black Seas. 

They reasoned, in any way in- 
volving a Soviet offensive toward 
Western Europe, the controlling 
protlem would be supply. They 
had overwhelming. superiority in 
numbers of men, guns, tanks and 
tactical aircraft. But could they 
keep the ammunition and rations 
moving in sufficient volume to 
make these superior numbers fully 
effective at so great a distance 
from home bases? ‘ 

The buffer zone offered an op- 
portunity to start the offensive 
much farther to the westward than 
would otherwise be possible. It 
offered space for the accumulation 
of forward supply depots. And it 
seemed likely the Western powers 
might be reluctant to attack these 
depots and the Soviet supply lines 
feeding them from the air—be- 
cause the soft-headed Western peo- 
ples woul be reluctant to kill 
large numbers of Poles, Germans, 
Hungarians and so on. 

As time went on, the men in 
the Kremlin even persuaded them- 
selves that the local security of the 
supply system could be left largely 
in the hands of troops raised from 
the “indoctrinated youth” of the 
satellite countries themselves—un- 
der, of course, careful Soviet 
supervision. This would enable 
much larger numbers of Soviet 
soldiers to be used in front-line

ELMENDORF AFB, Alaska.—Four men in OD uniforms and an Army officer may 
look a little out of place among the hundreds of blue uniforms at the MATS air terminal, 
Elmendorf Air Force Base. They are a welcome sight, however, to weary Army travelers. 


The five men are Capt. Arthur ~ 
Johns, SFCs William V. Wright, 
Oscar G, Oakes, Crawford J..Han‘- 
mond and Sgt. Teal W. Holbert. 
All are members of the Army Air 
Liaison Section, ‘Fort Richardson. 

Privaie or general, dependent or 
civil service employee, all.are met 
by at least one of these soldiers 
who acts as a sort of combined 
travel agency representative, guide 
and welcoming committee. They 
meet all Army people arriving in 
or leaving the Territory by air, 
and all Army persons traveling 
within Alaska by air. They also 
meet new arrivals at the train de- 
pot if the travelers are continuing 
by air. A similar welcome is given 
at International airport.

THE ARMY Air Liaison Section 
arranges for quarters if there is a 
delay in connections and sees that 
travelers are fed and arrangements 
made for local transportation. 

Often the men.act as baby sit- 
ters, watching small children in 








the terminal, buying them candy, 
gum or pop. They sometimes treat 
the parents or dependents-to coffee. 

“We get the very best coopera- 
tion from the Air Force,” accord- 
ing ta@Capt. Johns, “when reservVa- 
tions fre. made in coordination 
with © Elmendorf’s Military Air 
Transport Service (MATS).” 

The section also arranges res-

HERE’S HOW officials said the 
PQS. ig. being. set up. Within each 
MOS, a certain weight, or value, 
ig given to MOS proficiency to 
length service, time in grade, 
experience, combat service includ- 
ing campaign eredits, level of edu- 
cation, effort at self-improvement 
(school, off and on-duty), appear- 
ance, rating by an NCO promotion 
board, decorations, variety of ex- 
perience (qualification in more 
than one MOS), and to any other 
factors which can be considered as 
indicating an individual’s qualifi- 
cations as a soldier. 

Each of these items will have 
an “absolute” value, it appears, and 

relative one as determined for 
each MOS. 

The PQS developed for each 
MOS will be recorded in a man’s 
records, © 

Each quarter, the Army will then 
study reports from the field which 
will indicate the number of men, 
by. MOS and PQS, in the command. 
The Army will be able to tell how 
many vacancies it has in each 
grade in éach MOS, Army-wide.

TAKING the strength reports 
from each army and relating them 
to MOS vacancies, the Department 
of the Army will then issue quotas, 
These will say, for example, that 
10 men in MOS 112.6 with a PQS 
of 175 or higher, can be promoted 
to grade E-7 in‘'USAREUR. The 
Army will know from its reports 
before issuing this quota that there 
are, as of the last strength. report, 
20, or 30, or 40 men who qualify.

THE NEW PQS will follow the 
MOS proficiency test. Present in- 
dications are that the first tests, 
in critically short and overstrength 
career fields, will be administered 
late in 1957, perhaps in November 
or December. 

After these are administered 
and scored, PQS’s will have to be 
figured for all those who take 
them. It will probably be early 
in 1958, at the earliest, that the 
PQS will be available for use 
in making promotions, Thus it will 
be for the quarter beginning April 
1, 1958, that the PQS will appear 
in quotas. 

At the beginning, the present 
“bulk”, system and the PQS system 
will have to operate side by side. 
Quotas will probably read that a 
certain number of men in each of 
several MOS’s who have PQS’s of 
a certain value or higher may be 
promoted to each of several grades. 

In addition, the order will in- 
dicate, a certain number of pro- 
motions in fields not yet tested and 
in which individuals have not yet 
received PQS’s may be made with- 
out regard to MOS, so long as in- 
dividuals in the . “controlled” 
MOS’s are not promoted. 

Eventually, however, all enlisted 
promotions will come under PQS 
control. 

Officials said that in working out 
the PQS system, they have been 
guided by recommendations re- 
ceived from various NCO sym- 
posia and NCO ‘eouncils world-

66! HIS Jabor-rackets seandal certainly is shocking,” I

“Well, don’t worry about it, sonny,” the Old Sergeant replied. 
“That kind of thing happens in the best of instytoochions when 
there’s a lot of money an’ power. floatin’ aroun’ an’ no one keépin’ 
close check on who’s usin’ it te do what.

“WHAT.BOTHERS ME particularly, Sarge, is the psychology 
of the mien involved. Here we have respected labor leadérs; law 
enforcement officials and other public servants callously turning 
their backs on honesty to pursue a criminal course. I can under- 
stand the hungry man stealing a loaf of bread for his family. But 
what makes men with position and ample income do it? What is 
the psychological impellant?” 

“Oh, don’t lose no sleep over that psychological propellant,” 
the old boy said. “Any, psychiatrist good enough so that he has 
to get his couch re-covered two or three times a year will tell you 
it's nothin’ more than the somethin’-for-nothin’-hocus-pocus-neurosis.

“THEM WHAT'S involved in this Orygon business with the 
teamsters are cut from a different bolt, but the warp runs the same. 
Here you got labor wheels makin’ a good buck, goin’ to Florida 
with their families each winter an’ in general actin’ so much like 
capitalists that they’d probly be the first to put up against a wall 
if the Roosians ever made it over here. 


“The law boys probly weren’t quite as well off. Law an’ crime 
both don’t pay a helluva lot. But I never seen a skinny cop or a 
district attorney what looked like he was wonderin’ where his next 
meal was comin’ from. The fact is, both labor an’ law had sufficient 
in Orygon but that don’t mean a thing if you ain’t shucked off the 
somethin-for-nothin’ neurosis. Thosé boys had a meetin’ of minds 
an’ their thinkin’ must of run this way: 


“‘Friend,’ says one of the union officials to one of the law 
men, ‘Why stay honest when with hardly any. effort at all you can 
become a crook?

“‘Now you got the proper approach to larceny,’ the law man 
says. ‘The way you put it, it ain’t somethin’ wrong but a God- 
given right we gotta exercise. I suggest one-arm-bandits for a 
start, then a horse room. or two, some bootleg, an’ a anchored floatin’ 
crap game.’ 

“*How about girls?’ asks the other, 

“*Please don’t suggest anythin’ like that,’ replies the law man. 
‘I run a clean town an’ I intend to keep it clean. Course; if these 
other things don’t pay off too good I might change my mind. 
There’s nothin’ so borin’ as a town what’s too clean.’ 

“There’s your conspiracy, sonny. An’ it never would’ve hap- 
pened except for that neurosis I spoke of.” 

“So you don’t see in the current Congressional investigation 
any signs of a trend toward corruption in some of the higher 
echelons of organized labor, The teamsters’ role in Portland isn’t 
symptomatic of a general breakdown in labor ethics?” 


“The only symptons I see is symptons that hooman bein’s was 
involved in skulduggery. Today it was labor an’ law. Tomorrow 
it might be the turn of Congress or the Army to get embarassed. by 
some bad eggs.\ An‘ the-day after tomorrow—no; I don’t think it's 
possible: How much money could you make out of tambourines, 
anyway?”

AS TO WHETHER the subject 
was worth while and its treatment 
effective, opinions will differ per- 
haps with every evaluator. A pic- 
ture Is not good merely because 
an “authority” says so. 

There is really no “objective” 
criticism, We all have our pre- 
judiees, varying» background, and 
varying abilities to understand and 
appreciate pictures. Ask six dif- 
ferent people, all with fine reputa- 
tions in photography, and you 
might easily get six opinions about

FORT STEWART, Ga,— 





The Army: has developed al’ 


mobile saw-mill, mounted on 
a tractor-trailer, which can 
be emplaced in the forest area 
to cut the trees into boards, 


The saw-mill at Stewart, thus 
far the only one of its type in exist- 
ence, was developed at the Army 
Engineer Research and Develop- 
ment Laboratory, Fort Belvoir, Va., 
and shippéd down here to be tested 
by Stewart’s 169th Engineer Bn. 

Right now a team from the bat- 
talion’s Co. B is conducting daily 
tests, designed to reveal the mill's 
capabilities in terms of output and 
durability. 

” ‘* ° 

FIRST LIEUTENANT Robert L. 
Finger commands the platoon 
which operates the equipment. It 
takes a nine-man crew to run the 
saw-mill; Personnel from Fort Bel- 
voir are recording operating results 
each day. 

The tests will continue for ap- 
poeta five months, That's 

ow long it will take to cut enough 
wood to get scientifically accurate 
data on the mill’s performance. 

Not only does the mill equip- 
ment eut the logs into boards, but 
it also finishes the boards so that 
they-.can be used immediately. 

The wood, taken from the vast 
reservoir of timber on the Stewart 
reservation, will fill many of the 
normal lumber needs on the Army 
post, It is presently being used to 
construct tent floors for National 
Guard. troops who will undergo 
field training here this summer.

‘HE real estate situation in this 
area is “fluid” and the PIO 
says little advance information of 
any real significance can be given. 
Generally, says the PIO, the. sit- 
uation is “tight. but not hopeless.” 
The hospital provides only two 
sets of quarters, and the rest of 
the approximately 300 families as- 
signed here live in Phoenixville, 
Pottstown and adjacent townships. 
Housing in this area is available 
in a few days, and rents on one 
bedroom apartments range be- 


| tween $70 and $90 a month. Two 


bedroom apartments cost between 
$75 and $100; three bedroom units

About 40 families live in off-post 
trailers, in an area where the 
trailer park situation is described 
as “fair.”

It didn’t take the Newtons long 
te settle down in their two-room 
apartment. They, share bathin 
facilities with their German land- 
lord and his wife. The apartment 
is clean and has adequate furnish- 
ings. They pay approximately 
$40 per month. 

Withan income of $200, the New- 
tongs find life in Germany comfort- 
able, if not luxurious, and their 
budget covers living expenses with 
the help of military Post Exchange, 
commissary, cleaning, shoe repair 
and entertainment facilities. Gaye 
sometimes finds it less expensive 


to shop in German stores, however. 7

Army Clarifies Coverage 
Under Medicare Program 


WASHINGTON—Obstetrical and 
gome post-natal infant care are cov- 
ered completely under the Depend- 
ent Medicare program in spite of 
limitations in the law and regula- 
tions which would appear to cut 
down on this. 

The Army this week issued a cir- 
cular and a stztement designed to 
clarify some points in the medicare 
program. In addition to the above, 
this clarification covers  tuber- 
eulesis. treatment, purchase of 
bleed, and care for “emotional dis- 
orders” in dependents, 

Cireular 40-4 says: 


Care for tuberculosis patients in 
civilian hospitals is authorized 
when the disezse is in an acute 
stage, in the contagious stage, re- 
quires surgery or when chronic 
tuberculosis: becomes.complicated. 

Blood, it says, may be bought if 
necessary. However, no payments 
to. blood banks are authorized. Nor 
will blood be bought when it is 
replaced by a free donation.

IN MATERNITY cases, the $75 
limit on tests and procedures be- 
fere hospitzlization and the $50 
limit on tests after hospitalization 
and before surgery are waived. 
Likewise, if a physician prescribes 
drugs or’ medicines for the pros- 
pective mother, he may inelude 
them on his bill, paying the civil- 
ian pharmacy himself, so that these 
items can be “free” if the doctor 
cooperates. 

Costs’ of circumcision of new- 
born boys is considered part of 
maternity and obstetri¢z] care. Also 
part of this care are hospital visits 


by pediatricians where it is cus- 


temary for child specialists to take 
over care of infants as soon ag they 
are born.’

He wil] organize a “command 
program” in the general education- 
al development field worked out 
by him, the S-1 or G-1 and the com- 
mander, He will be able to spend 
both appropriated and non approp- 
riated funde to hire civilian teach- 
ers on a short-term contract and 
part-time basis, not only to: con- 
duct classes but to do all the other 
work that a professional teacher 
in a civilian educational program 
is expected to do.

Until the issuance of this new 
regulation, such teachers could be 
hired only for classroom instruc- 
tion.

This is designed to give the Army 
soine control. It is aiso designed to 
prevent abuses, particularly since 
many thousands of college grad- 
uates who have been unable to use 
this tuition assistance now may do 
$0. 

Those who apply will have to 
work out an approved .course of 
study which will “have functional 
importance to the military profes- 
sion”, This is the key phrase. But 
it is a broad one. 

All the academic courses — in 
English, languages, mathemattes, 
history, the physical sciences—of- 
fered at West Point, and all those 
covered by regulations in the 350- 
series are considered to contribute 
to military professionalism.
